(Bppclal Correspondence.) 


Philadelphia, Dec. 2(i.—The presence 


of Colonel Quay In this city, accom- 
panied by his wife on her Christmas 
shopping tour, resulted In a large num- 
ber of leading Republicans 
calling 


upon the Beaver statesman at his hotel 
to pay their respects. It was their 
first opportunity to greet him since his 
return from Florida, and they found 
him enjoying splendid health and in 
excellent spirits. That he was confi- 
dent of being seated by the United 
States senate was made quite manifest 
to all his friends, and that as usual he 
was looking ahead was also apparent 
from the number of little conferences 
that he held during his brief stay with 
party leaders of most of the counties 
east of the Susquehanna river. Among 
his callers were many members of the 
senate and house of representatives 
who voted for him at Harrisburg 
throughout the deadlock. 


The most interesting feature of Col- 


onel Quay's presence here was the fact 
that several members of the legislature 
who bolted the Republican caucus and 
who refused to support the nominee of 
that caucus on the senatorial balloting 
visited Colonel Quay In his rooms and 
voluntarily declared their intention to 
stand with the regular Republican or- 
ganization in the future and to have 
nothing further to do with the insur- 
gent movement. 


Ten of the men who voted against 


Colonel Quay refused to sign the ad- 
dress to the 
United 
States senate 


against his being seated, and many of 
those who did sign this latest insur- 
gent paper have no earthly show of 
ever getting back to the legislature. 
Senator 
Sproul and Representative 


Bliss, both of Delaware county, who 
were conspicuous 
in 
the insurgent 


movements, called upon Colonel Quay 
with others in a delegation from Dela- 
ware county during his late visit here, 
and it was announced that peace had 
been brought about and that there 
would be no contest for the legislative 
nominations at the coming Republican 
primaries. There has been a complete 
harmony program outlined, which in- 
cludes the election of delegates to the 
Republican state convention, the nomi- 
nation of candidates for the county 
ticket and the election of the veteran 
Judge Clayton as the delegate to the 
Republican national convention. This 
airangement tor the bringing of all the 
elements of the Republican party to- 
f;othei in Delaware county is a severe 
blow to Wanamakerism. It is known 
that desperate efforts were made to 
Ireak through the lines of the regulars 
in this county. Inducements of a sfart- 
llng nature were offered to have the 
leader of the Republican organization, 
Frothonotary 
Mathues, 
leave 
his 


friends, who have recognized Colonel 
Quay as their leader, and join the in- 
surgents. Mathues is what is known 
as "a true blue," and he could not 
lie swerved by any propositions, no 
matter how great the personal benefit 
might be to him. 


NEWSPAPER GUNS SPIKED. 


The insurgents rely upon the Phil- 


adelphia newspapers carrying the big 
last page advertisements as their prin- 
cipal asset in their attempts to carry 
counties east of the Alleghenies. These 
papers are all intensely anti-Quay, and 
nothing appears in them to annoy or 
displease the political friends of Wan- 
amaker. They always fight for the in- 
surgents, whether their batteries are 
trained upon voters of the state or the 
members of the United States senate 
at Washington, in a crusade such as is 
being waged to present the seating of 
Colonel Quay. Doctored news reports 
and venomous prlitorials are given by 
the yard, but JL o date they have not 
accomplished *• eh for the political 
advancement of their patron. The Re- 
publican organizations in Chester and 
Montgomery counties have been made 
particular marks for these newspapers, 
and the stalwart are attacked and mis- 
represented, while the insurgents are 
praised and boomed on all ocacsions. 
In these counties these methods at the 
last legislative election resulted in the 
election of fusion legislative tickets 
with Democrats and guerrilla Republi- 
cans running together. But at the last 
election, despite the assaults made 
upon Colonel Barnett by these same 
newspapers, the Republicans were tri- 
umphant, and it is likely that they 
will be so again next fall. 


With the purpose to continue the 


fight, the insurgents had put Delaware 
county down as one of the counties in 
which they hoped to make special In- 
roads in the ranks of the regulars, 
They were preparing to open fire upon 
the stalwarts. 
This harmony scheme, 


however, fairly takes the ground from 
under them, and they may now order 
the newspapers to fire away for all they 
are worth and they will accomplish 
nothing in Delaware county. The new 
arrangement contemplates the nomina- 
tion of the former Republican state 
chairman, Thomas V. Cooper, for the 
house of representatives at Harris- 
burg. He will be one of the leaders 
of the stalwarts.

ing satisfactorily.

Reeder, clrUrmttn of the Republican 
state committee, has secured rooms at 
the Hotel Walton for the Pennsylvania 
delegation, and many of the most im- 
portant delegations will be quartered 
there. Members of the sub-committee 
of the Rep abl lean national committee 
will visit this city within the next ten 
days and wilt confer with the local 
committeemen regarding the plans for 
the convention. The immense audi- 
torium of the National Export exposi- 
tion, in whicn the convention is to 
held, is being remodeled, and there is 
no doubt that everything will be in 
satisfactory shape in 
ample 
time. 


President J. Hampton Moore, of the 
State League of Republican C'lubs, has 
called a meeting of representatives of 
all the Republican clubs of this city 
and vicinity to map out a program for 
the entertainment of the visiting dele- 
gations. The present idea is to allot 
to each of the clubs one or more state 
delegations and have them meet the 
visitors on their arrival and escort 
them to their respective headquarters. 
They will also provide for their en- 
tertainment during tbeir stay in this 
city. There is every reason to believe 
that the delegates and clubmen will 
be pleased wiln their reception. 


The Republican primary election will 


not be held until the second week In 
January, but, with the exception of one 
district, the delegates to the Republi- 
can national convention from Phila- 
delphia have been agreed upon. They 
are Israel W, Durham anu Congress- 
man fi, H. Biqgham, First congres- 
sional district; United States Senator 
Boies Penrose and David H. Lane, Sec- 
ond; Select Councilmen James 
B, 


Anderson and Joseph H. Klemmer 
Third, and Charles F. Kindred and A. 
S. L. Shields, Fourth. The delegates 
from the Fifth district have not yet 
been agreed upon, though it Is not 
likely there wiu be a contest.

HARRISBURG LETTER. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Harrisburg, D.ec. 26. — Gove.-no.- 


Stone's administration is making a 
record for compelling the corporations 
of Pennsylvania to toe the mark and 
live up to the letter and spirit of the 
law, especially in the matter of the 
payment of taxes levied by the state. 
Attorney General John P. Elkin de- 
voted almost the entire week upon cor- 
poration cases, and as the result of his 
strong arguments in court and the fact 
that the officials of corporations have 
come to realize that there is to be no 
letting up in this matter, thousands 
upon thousands of back taxes, claims 
that have been contested fo'r years, 
will, within a short time, be paid into 
the state treasury. The fact that dur- 
ing the past year over a million of 
dollars was gotten from the corpora- 
tions by the state Is already to the 
credit of this administration. 


State Treasuer Beacom's splendid 


showing in his recent report of the 
financial affairs of the commonwealth 
for the year ending Nov. 30 last evoked 
praise even from his political oppo- 
nents, and now attention is attracted 
to Major Lev! G. MrCauley, tlie popu- 
lar auditor general, who has co-operat- 
ed with Governor Stone and the mem- 
bers of his cabinet in the various re- 
forms In the matter of the collection 
of taxes and the prompt payment of 
appropriations. 
Maior McCauley has 


just Instituted another innovation by 
which he expects that the state will 
be a gainer to a large amount before 
the end of another year. He has di- 
rected a special representative of his 
department to make a complete tour 
of the state, visiting the several county 
seats In turn and making a thorough 
Investigation and a complete Inventory 
of all the corporations which have 
done business in this state between the 
years 1888 and 1889. The auditor gen- 
eral believes that many of the corpora- 
tions have deprived the state of thou 
sands of dollars of taxes during the 
past decade, and he proposes to recover 
this money or know the reason why. 
He has begun at the eastern end of the 
state, with Delaware, Chester and 
Montgomery counties, and If develop- 
ments show what he believes 'to be 
the case, he will probably have other 
examiners at work in the west simul- 
taneously, so that he may be able to 
make an early return to the attorney 
general, that he may bring suit against 
the delinquents. 


The political opponents of the Re- 


publican organization of Pennsylvania, 
both the Democrats and the insurgents, 
are manifestly annoyed At the activity 
of the state officials who are allied with 
the regular Republicans in looking 
after the Interests of the people. Thev 
had hoped to make some campaign 
thunder out of delinquancies on the 
part of these officials. The fact Is that 
the Republican party has never had 
better reason to be proud of its repre- 
sentatives in public office at the state 
capital, and the chances are that the 
Stone administration will continue to 
command not only the respect and con- 
fidence of the Republicans of the state, 
but the admiration of all the people of 
the commonwealth. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Dr. Nathan C. Schaeffer, superintend- 


ent of public instruction, has very pro- 
nounced views upon the various things 
affecting public education in Pennsyl- 
vania. 
His forthcoming report will 


contain some vigorous, straight from 
the shoulder blows against the falla- 
cy of a child's labor worth more than 
his education. 


He says progress has been made in the 


enforcement of compulsory attendance 
at school, and adds- "The arguments 
used to justify fanners for not comply- 
ing with this law will sound strange 
in the next century. The value of a 
child's time at school is now estimated 
by the difference between the earnings 
of uneducated and educated labor." 


Dr. Schaeffer puts it in this way "It 


is apparent that if a man keeps his 
10-year-old son at home to do work 
which is paid for at the rate of a dol- 
lar and a half a day, while every day 
of the boy's time pioperly spent at 
school yields ten dollars in future earn- 
ing capacity, hti is really robbing eight 
and a half dollars from the family es- 
tate. Even if this result is two or 
thr«e or even four times as high as it 
should be, the foregoing still remains 
a case of robbing the boy of the future 
earning capacity." 


In many districts the directors hailed 


wltn delight the change in the law fix- 
Ing the minimum school term at seven 
months, because it relieves them from 
criticism for taking a. step which they 
felt ought to be taken and which they 
hesitated to take through fear of incur- 
ring the ire of taxpayers. 


The head of the department express- 


es the hope that at no distant day the 
increased revenues of the common- 
wealth will warrant the restoration of 
the state appropriation 
to $5,500,000, 


and that when this day comes a liberal 
sum will be set apart for the promo- 
tion of township high schools. 


The report shows that there are 


nearly 28,000 public schools in Pennsyl- 
vania. These schools are in charge of 
28,829 teachers and are attended by 
1,152,352 pupils, an Increase of nearly 
10,000 over 1898. Dr. Schaeffer states 
that the seven month school law brings 
an additional month of schooling with- 
in the reach of over 200,000 children. 
STONE AND THE CONSTITUTION. 


"The anti-Quay newspapers of Penn- 


sylvania," says the Philadelphia In- 
quirer, "are falling back upon 
the 


proposition that in appointing Quay 
Governor Stone violated the state con- 
stitution. 
Here is the concentrated 


essence of the opposition as expressed 
in one of the noisy insurgent organs: 


The evidence multiplies that Mr. 


Quay committed a fatal blunder 
for himself when he had Governor 
Stone s«t aside the constitution of 
the state and make an appoint- 
ment himself. 
"It so happens that there Is a docu- 


ment extant known as the constitution 
of the United otates. The constitution 
of the United States under certain con- 
ditions gives a governor the right to 
appoint. 
We believe that those con- 


ditions have been complied with by 
Governor Stone, and the senate will 
decide for 
ilseif whether 
Quay is 


eligible. Under no circumstances can 
a state constitution become superior 
to the federal constitution, and if the 
greater instrument gives power to the 
governor a state constitution nullify- 
ing these powers could not stand for a 
moment. 


"It is senseless for the insurgent 


newspapers to denounce Quay 
and 


Stone as constitution breakers when 
the closest of .the constitutional stu- 
dents of the United States believe that 
the governor has simply maintained 
the rights given him by the constitu- 
tion. 


"The case or Senator Quay will not 


be debated before the middle of Jan- 
uary, and although the insurgent or- 
gans are making a great deal of fuss, 
we doubt if many of cflem would be a1 
all surprised to see Senator Quay seat- 
ed."

FOUMKD BY IIIS HOLIKKSS UK (JIIIUSTMAS ETE. 
As many of the GAZKTTE readers have un- 


doubtedly been interested iu the accouuts of 
the ceremonies of Pope Leo at the Holy 
Door in St. Peters, at Koine, and as there 
seems to be a vagueness among some regard- 
ing the special significance of the pontifi- 
cal rile, we give space to a short explanation 
of the ceremonies :

uttered. 


The seventy-five years that have passed 


have made I tie lad an old umii, 1ml iheie uan 
be no doubt that the blows of his hanuiiei1 


upon the door so long wnllud up will bring 
back to him the scenes when lie, as a boy, 
saw the sutne ceremony pertonued. It is 
not strange that he has been anxiously 
awaiting the opportunity to promnlgaie an- 
other Holy Year, 


The institution of the Holy Year was in- 


augurated by Pope Boniface Vlti., on Feb- 
luary '22, 1BOO, and wiib suggested by an old 
Jewish 
festival. 
This fustival WHS called 


''Jobal," which means remission, and it was 
fiom this ancient custom Unit this great re- 
ligious anniversary ot the cliuich was Ue- 
i ivod. 


History relates that the first Holy Year 


was a most important one. 
The granting of 


plenary indulgences to all pilgrims bi ought 
no less than 200,000 visitors Lo the Eternal 
City from all parts of the eanb. . According 
lo the conditions announced by the i'opu 
these indulgences were granted only if tue 
pilgrims penitently conlessed their sins and 
visited St. Peteis' fifteen times if stiaugers 
and ihirty times if residents of thecity, pass- 
ing beneath the Holy L)oor on each occasion. 
At first it was tne intention of the church to 
culebiato this event once in each hundred 
years, but Clemenl VI. abridged the tune to 
htly years, and proclaimed 'he second jubi- 
lee in ihe year lii&O. 
This oue was also the 


occasion ol exlraotdinary assemblages and 
on Euster ot lhat year there were no less 
than 1,000,000 pilgrims in Home. 


The interval between jubilees w»s again 


curtailed by Urban VZ., and in 1470 Paul 
11. ordered thai in the future there should 
be an observance of each twenty-filth year. 
Since that time this has been the tecoguized 
period, but during the past 100 years tuere 
has been but one celebtution of tue eveut 
owing lo politioal complications and other 
circumstances. 
Thus it happens that the 


next jubilee was not uniil May '27, 18!i4, and 
Leo X1I1. has been the first pontiff since Leo 
Xll. to promulgate the soleiuu event. 


In 1841) Konie was iu the hands of Garibal- 


di, Mttzzmi, and other revolutionary patriot!*, 
while Pope Pius IX. was an exile in Gaeta. 
A quarter of a century later the Pope still 
regarded himself as a prisoner in the Vatic in 
and while he promulgated the Holy Vear and 
issued his encyclical he remained m tiis pal- 
ace and the Holy Door was not opened. 
In 


spite of this f.iot, however, the jubilee was 
quite generally observed and during the year 
'.B76 nearly 4UO.UOO pilgrims visited theciiy. 


The people ot Koine are already beginning 


to conjecture as to how many visitors may 
tie expected during the next twelve mouths. 
Long before Christmas large crowds assem- 
bled for the opening ceremonies anil the geu- 
erul impression is that the number lhat will 
take advantage of the opportunity to cross 
the sacred tlueshold during the year will be 
iu excess of 500,000. 


Those who are able to visit Rome will be 


glad of this opportunity, and the number of 
pilgrims to the city will undoubtedly be 
much greater thim at any time during the 
reign ot the present Pope. 


At the conclusion ot the ceremonies on 


Chiistinas eve ihe Holy Door was removed 
and the portals will remrin open for one 
year. 
On Christmas eve, 1900, 
after ves- 


pers, however, the door will once more be 
hung and with most impressive ceremonies 
will again be closed and locked, 
luitnecliaie- 


ly it will be sealed, or walled up, to prevent 
any accidental opening, and thus it will re- 
nam for another quarter of a century, 


The door that was opened on this occasion 


n response to the three blows of the Pope is 
situated at the extreme right of the entrance 
to St. Peter's near tlie chapel iu which Mich- 
iel Angelo's famous "Piela" now stands.

Bristol's Noted Organist. 


In an illustrated article, entitled "Slender 


Fingers that will Sound Out Strong Music," 
the Sunday Press printed an interview with 
Miss Laura Wood, of Bristol, who is Ihe 
organist at the Arch, street. Presbyterian 
Church, Philadelphia. A very faithful half- 
tone picture of Miss Wood was presented. 
The Press said : 


Miss Laura A. Wood, the organist of the 


Arch Street Presbyterian Church, Eighteenth 
and Arch streets, received her training from 
Professor D. D. Wood ; at the same time 
receiving the gold medal offered by William 
Fisher to the best organ pupil. 
She is oue 


ol the youngest organists iu the city. 


"I 
nave done a great deal of recital 


work," she said, "under the auspices of the 
American Piayers' Club, uf which i am a 
member of the Board of Directors, aud also 
a recital at the Export Exposition, Oc- 
tober 30. 


"I am entirely devoted to my profession, 


and I ihink a splendid field has been opened 
up for women who are musically inclined by 
the admittance of my sex to the organ lofts 
of the big city churches. 


"Usually tho compensation ia quite satis- 


factory, while the duties are such that we 
are free for the greater portion of the work- 
ing days of the week to teach music or lake up 
some other calling as a side issue. Philadel- 
phia seems, so far, to be the sole home of 
the women organists, but I think the women 
of other cities will soon take up the profes- 
sion, and I look to see a large influx iu our 
ranks very shortly. 


"In connection with the musical educa- 


tion needed to fit a woman to take charge of 
a large organ, 
I might say that it is a 


rather remarkable fact that not one of the 
professional women organists of this city 
was obliged to go a uiile from home to secure 
from most competent instructors a complete 
and thoroughly satisfactory musical knowl- 
edge aud mastery of their instruments. 


"This, I think, speaks volumes for the 


male organists of this city,' who have made 
such a thorough study of organ playing aud 
methods that it is little short of an inspira- 
tion to become their pupil. 


"I have tried hard to devise an attractive 


Christmas programme tuisjear, and perhaps 
1 have been fairly successful iu it."

IN BED WITH RATTLESNAKES. 


A Belgian Natural l«t'« Night In tlie 


Toltec RnliiH o( Queiiiniln. 


"When 1 was collecting specimens of 


plants luid animals in Zacatecas," said 
the noted Dr. Maximilian Schumann, "I 
had an expel ience with rattlesnakes 
which cnme near being the death of me." 


The doctor is the Belgian explorer and 


naturalist who went thtough Africa, and 
in telling of his adventuies he said: 


"I had gone a day's journey on horse- 


back from the city of Zncatecas to the 
southeast to examine some old Toltec 
ruins theie 
These are known as the 


Quemada nuns. They ate •scry exten- 
sive. I got there late at night. I had 
shot n couple of doe on the way and had 
thiown them across my pack animal. 


"On my arrival within the ruins I lit a 


fire to get my supper, after which I 
spread my blnnket and lay down. In the 
moinint,', •when I woke up, I threw my 
hand outside of the blanket, and it al- 
most touched n.hig poisonous lattlesnake. 
I escaped by the merest chance. Look- 
ing toward my feet, what was my aston- 
ishment to see rattlesnakes all over the 
blankets. Theie were no less than six of 
them, besides the one that had miss,cd my 
hand. 


"The reptiles weto not the Crotalus 


horritlus, or diamond ctotalus, known in 
California, but the Crotalus milarius, 
found m the hot regions. They are very 
poisonous. \Yheu I had lit my 61 e in the 
evening, I could not see the snakes:, 
which, I presume, had crept along the 
walls. 


"The altitude of Zacatccas and the old 


ruins is between 7,000 and 8,000 feet, 
and it gets quite cold at night. My fire 
was what undoubtedly attracted them. 
When they got out toward it, they found 
my bed, and, discerning the warm blan- 
kets, ciawled up on them and went to 
sleep, I hare always thought it was al- 
most miraculous that I escaped being bit- 
ten. As I did not want the snakes, hav- 
ing already nil I wanted, 1 killed them 
and nailed them all to the adobe wall 
\vith my caid on each. 


"The hzatds and other reptiles which I 


got tlieie I salted away in casks and for- 
watded to Euiope. It is a general belief 
among the Indians, notably among the 
Creeks, Cherokees and Choctaws in In> 
dian Territoiy, where I was for a time, 
that if one is bitten by a rattlesnake all 
he has to do to pi event fatality is to eat 
the snake. But I never discovered any 
virtue in this. The best remedy is to im- 
mediately bind a thong above the wound 
so that the poison cannot circulate high- 
er. Then cut an incision below the wound 
and squeeze out as much blood as possi- 
ble. 
Then if to the wound is made an 


application ol potash or any alkali there 
is almost no danger."—San Francisco 
Call.
